The federal census of 1790 was the first consolidated gathering of the 
Rushings in the United States on paper--as far as is known. The list above 
yields a total of 20 households headed by a Rushing--18 by males and 2 by 
females. Adding up the numbers above gives a count of 124 potential Rush- 
ings. Several considerations are noted here. Not all of those listed in a 
household may be Rushings. Rushings may be living in households headed by 
a person with a differend surname. Some Rushings may not have been counted 
at all. Of course, additional Rushings may have lived in other states, 

But this is a starting place. 

Who were these people? Who Were their parents? Who are the unnamed wives 
and daughters? Where did their ancestors originate? Several countries have 
been speculated upon--Wales, Ireland, Scotland, England, France, Russia, 
Germany, Holland, etc. Where were the parents of the first generation to be 
born in America living at that time? A record for John Paul Rushing of sc 

. gives his place of birth as VA. A record for Richard Rushing of NC gives his 
place of birth as VA. Were they related? | 

Later censuses will ‘show that a large contingent of the Anson, NC, group 
migrated to TN. AL, MS, GA, LA, AR, TX and other states were destinations 
for Rushings as time passed. How do they connect to those listed above? 
Where are the northern branches of the Rushing family? 


EFFORTS TO CONTACT CURRENT RUSHING RESEARCHERS 


A number of months ago, several Rushing researchers discovered one 

- another on a computer genealogy bulletin board. Frances Abernathy, Willene 
Friar, Grace Goodall and Frances Thomas were the original hard core group. 

Others with Rushing connections found that topic and information was ex- 

changed from people in MD, MS, FL, TX, AL, LA, CA, TN, WA and more. Recent- 
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ly the idea of locating Rushing researchers who were not on this computer 
bulletin board was floated and the response was favorable. This trial iss 
of RUSHING ROOTS is that effort. | 

This issue is being mailed to individuals, archives, libraries and gene- 
alogical societies in various areas of the country known to have been fre- 
quented by Rushings. If you did not receive a personal copy, it was because 
we didn't know who you Were. We would like to change that and hope to hear 
from all Rushing researchers who read this. Information on possible future 
issues Of RUSHING ROOTS and subscriptions will be found on the last page. 

There are all levels of expertise in this group. Some are experienced in 
genealogy and in computers. They have a Rushing data base filled with names 
that can be produced in all sorts of forms and charts by pushing a few keys. 
Others of us have been researching for years and can barely type--much less 
order a computer around. We happily fill in our family group sheets by hand. 
Some of us are new to both genealogy and computers. Whatever our methods or 
experience, what we all have in common--other than our stacks and piles of 
paper--is a connection to the RUSHING family and an interest in learning 
more about that group of people. 

If there is enough interest, we would like to continue the publication 
of RUSHING ROOTS. The following pages give a sample of the material that 
would appear in the future. They introduce us and we pose our questions and 
locate our spot in the family--as well as we can at this point. Portions of 
various records are included. This would be expanded in the future. Records 
from censuses, deeds, wills, cemeteries, family Bibles, marriage and death 
records, military records, etc. will be included. Complete family group 
sheets, rather than the condensed ones in this issue, will appear as space 
allows. If this effort is continued, we hope that you will find informatic 
that will add to your knowledge--and that you will share your material her..

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IN SEARCH OF JOHN PAUL RUSHING

With her 1812 widow's pension Sarah, widow of Robert SWOR, filed an 
affidavit dated 19 Feb 1872, stating that she was "aged about 77 years,... 
that she married under the name of Sarah RUSHIN in the State of South 
Carolina in the year 1808..." Finding this document at the National Arch- 
ives launched my personal search for John Paul Rushing. I had previously 
found the Swors in Anson Co NC and Chesterfield Co SC, and Jno. Paul was the 
only Rushing in the 1800 Chesterfield SC census whose family statistics 
allowed for a daughter the age of Sarah. I still had to rule out other SC 
Rushings who might have been "passing through." John Paul Rushing had the 
advantage of living very near the Swors when the census was taken, and 
Robert and his wife were living in the same vicinity after their marri- 
age, in the 1810 census. 

The 1810 and 1820 Chesterfield Co censuses have no Jno. Paul in Chester- 
field Co, but do show a Mary with a very similar family. In 1820 she is over 
45, and still has at home three sons 16-26, two sons 10-16, a daughter under 
10, and 13 slaves. 

Chesterfield County is a "burned County," which makes things very diffi- 
cult, lacking the wills and deeds for a systematic search. It was at this 
point of facing a very tedious effort that your correspondent joined the 
Prodigy online network and was pleased to find Rushing descendants on its 
genealogy bulletin board, searching for early Rushings in both NC and SC. 
Our cooperative effort has turned up very strong clues, but no hard proof 
yet, that Jno. Paul is the ancestor of both this reporter and your Editor, 
Gayle Weed. Some of our major findings are summarized below. 


1. John Paul Rushing was a Revolutionary officer of the SC Militia. There 
are receipts for two 'indents' (10U's) for him in the SC Archives. One is 
dated 5th February 1786 and witnessed by Charles Evans, J.P. in Chester- 
field County. According to the military file on him at the SC Archives, he 
enlisted as a Private in 1780, then served again in 1782-3 as a Lieutenant. 
He may have died in 1810, although this has not been confirmed, other than 
with the census records. Neither he nor his widow ever filed a pension ap- 
plication. In 1810 only disabled or indigent soldiers were eligible, but 
these restrictions were removed in 1832. He apparently did receive 500 acres 
of land for his service, apparently in SC, on 5 Oct 1786. The book History 
of the Old Cheraws (Gregg, 1867) lists John Rushing as lieutenant, Benton's 
Regt, at Long Bluff, in 1782-83. This book also contains a copy of a General 
Return of the 39th Regt of the SC Militia. It is dated 29 Nov 1800 and is 
certified by John P. Rushing, 2nd Major. This indicates he remained active 
in the military after the Rev War. 


2. There have been at least two DAR applications based on his service, but 
the DAR records are incomplete and contradictory. One filed in 1947, by a 
descendant of his daughter, Temperance J., b 1786? and her husband John Paul 
Lowry, gives the wife of John Paul Rushing as Temperance J. MAY, b 1758, d. 
1837. It also states that he was b. VA 1754 or 1756 and d. 1812. It also 
claims that both are buried in St. David's cemetery in Cheraw, SC. Their 
marriage date is given as 1774, with no proof. Interestingly, someone has 
pencilled in "Mary" in front of Temperance J. May as the wife. Before we 
found this document, we had already found a lot of girls named Temperance 
among probable descendants. But the census records showing Mary as the name 
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of the obvious widow is cause for concern. The other DAR applications for 
John Rushing's of SC (there's another one in Laurens Co, and one in Beau- 
fort Co census later) give his wife as Mary HARRELL. This appears to be in 
errow, since a grandson of John Paul's, also named John Paul and b. 1808 
SC, appears to have married Mary Harrell. 


3. Subsequent research in tracing Rushings in the Deep South has located the 
widow Mary in Sumter Co AL, where she apparently moved with two of her sons 
and other relatives in about 1833. Her nuncupative will dated 16 August 1837 
was entered there by a James Durden on 15 Feb 1838--"Mrs. Mary Rushing being 
ill at my home...hand over to her dauter Clarey Jackson a certain Negroe 
girl named Charrity..."(sic). The will was proved for probate, and her tomb- 
stone has been located by Gayle Weed, with the information, Mary Rushing, 
born 1758 SC, died Aug 22, 1837, AL, in the Belmont Cemetery, Sumter Co AL.

5. The dilemma over the name of the wife is compounded by the fact that SC 
did not keep marriage records until around 1900. By the evidence of the 

propagation of the name Temperance Jane through multiple later generations 
it certainly appears plausible that this was her name, but there is strong 
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evidence in the census records in favor of Mary. There is one important 
thing: why didn't Mary file for a widow's pension, if not in 1810 (she was 
far from indigent with ten slaves, which might have been the reason then), 
then why not in 1833 when every widow was eligible, regardless of finan- 
cial status? Maybe Mary is the second wife, and not being his wife during 
his service could have affected her eligibility, or she may have been the 
widow of some soldier whose name we do not know, and drawing a pension on 
his service. Unfortunately the Rev War pensions are only indexed by the name 
of the soldier, so we have found nothing yet. There is hope that some church 
records may be discovered which clear up this puzzle. Since Mary is about 
the same age as Temperance Jane and only a couple of years younger than John 
Paul, if she is the second wife, he is likely her second husband. The later 
children, including Clarissa (Clarey), may not be John Paul's. Much more ex- 
ploration needs to be done in this area. 


6. In tracing 'upstream' from John Paul, we have found numerous associations 
of Rushings with a PAUL family, particualarly in Northampton Co NC in the 
1720-50 timeframe when they were neighbors, according to the deeds, and 
friends as well since they witnessed each others' legal documents from time 
to time. There is a report, unconfirmed, that a Frances Paul m. a William 
Rushing. There is a deed naming Frances as William's wife, in Northampton Co 
NC in the 1750's. There is also a Frances/Fanny/Freney Rushing who shows up 
in the Chesterfield Co SC census as head of household in the 1790 and 1820 
censuses, very near John Paul Rushing. In 1820 she has a younger woman liv- 
ing with her, aged 26-45. Frances may be the mother of John Paul, and it 
would make sense since his second son is named William. Several of the re- 
searchers involved in the cooperative effort to trace the Rushings are mak- 
ing preliminary searches for the Paul's and the May line which might both 
yield valuable information. 


7. The first known Rushing to move to SC is believed to be a John who re- 
ceived a grant in the Welsh Tract ("The Old Cheraws" District) around 1748. 
These grants were set aside for Welsh Baptists, primarily from the earlier 
Welsh Tract of DE and PA, and granted by the Governor of PA(!). This John 
had a "wife and one child" at the time and came from VA(!), according to 
History of Old Cheraws (Gregg, 1867). There was a border dispute between 

NC and SC which was not settled until about 1775, and many of these grants 
were in an area that presently encompasses parts of both states. Wherever 
Rushings went as they began to spread west from NC and SC they founded 
Primitive Baptist churches, and there was a "Baptist Meeting House" less 
than a mile from the area where John Paul Rushing lived in SC in the early 
1800's according to an old map. A story handed down on one line of Rushings 
who headed to TN was that the earliest Rushings were Welsh ship captains. 
Based on all of these clues we believe it may be possible to trace them back 
to the earliest Welsh Baptist settlements in DE, or alternatively to find 
them in Barbados where some Welsh Baptists tarried on their way to the 
Colonies. We still have much work to do in SC, especially since there is a 
chance some of the early Welsh Baptist records there may be found. At this 
time we do not believe that our John Paul Rushing is the son of the John who 
arrived pre-1748, since the Rushing-Paul connection is still flourishing in 
Northampton and Edgecomb Counties of NC in the 1750's, and Pauls did not 
arrive in the Welsh Tract area until prehaps 1760. There are many more 
challenges ahead in tracing these early movements.

Robert Rushing, son of William, was born before 1755. He appears on the 
census of Anson Co, NC in 1790, 1800, 1810, and 1820. Neither the name of 
his wife, nor the exact date of his death has been discovered by this 
researcher. 

In her book Colony of North Carolina 1735-1764 Abstracts of Land Pat- 
ents Vol. I, Margaret M. Hofmann records that on 22 January 1773 Robert 
Rushing received Patent No. 4197 for "150 acres in Anson on the lower side 
of little Brown Creek, joining Williams line N. of Haw branch and (a point) 
near Johnston's line". (Probably Johnston's line refers to property of Will- 
iam Johnson who married Robert's sister.) 

That Robert Rushing's father was William seems to be confirmed in a 1778 
deed recorded in Anson Co. Deed Book K, page 470, in which William Rushing 
conveyed land on Brown Creek "...in consideration of the natural love and 
effection he beareth towards the said Robert Rushing..." Witnesses were Wm. 
Rushing, Jnr., Noah Rushing, and Benj. Jackson. (An ancestor chart compiled 
by Martha C. Huckabee of Uniontown, AL shows that Benjamin Jackson married a 
Mary Rushing but does not indicate the name of her father. William Rushing, 
Jr. was Robert's brother, and it does seem possible that Noah and Roland may 
have been brothers, also, based upon this record in Anson Co. Deed Book L-M, 
page 144: in 1804 Noah Rushing of Anson Co., NC transferred to John Grigg of 
Chesterfield Co., SC a tract of land which was "part of a survey granted to 
William Rushing Senr. part of a survey granted to Roland Rushing the whole 
of one survey granted to me the sd. Noah Rushing all the Sd. Lands Lying 
Adjoining each other on Both sides of the North fork of Thompson's Creek. 
...") On the 1810 census of Christian Co., KY are Noah Rushing (age 45+) and 
son (?) Robert Rushin (age 16-25). 

On 16 Nov 1836, 200 acres of land in Anson Co., NC was purchased by 
William M. Rushing from the other heirs of Robert Rushing, dec'd. Documents 
pertaining to the transfer are recorded in Deed Book 4, Union Co., NC, and 
confirm the names of Robert's children. They are listed here, not necessar- 
ily in birth order: a daughter who married first Little and 
second William Deason; Joseph (born ca1775) who married Martha Deason; John 
who married Milly Deason; David (born cal1778 and died before 2 June 1828) 
who first married Rebecca and then Nancy Deason; Drucilla (born 
in 1786 and died in 1864) who married Stephen Huntley, Sr.; Abel (born 8 
Nov 1787 and died 26 Aug 1836) who married Sarah Jane Herrin; William M. who 
married Marah ; and Robert/Robin (born 8 Jan 1799 and died 27 June 
1855) who married Lively Webb.

SOME RANDOM RUSHING QUESTIONS 


1. Records in the SC archives show that Sabrina Rushing filed a Rev. War 
claim in 1785 in Cheraws for a man killed or taken by the enemy Feb, 1780. 
The 1790 Anson, NC, census shows Sebrina Rushing with 3 males under 16 € 3 
additional females. 1810 Anson has Brina Rushing, 45 and up, a female 26 to 
under 45, a female 16 to under 26 and a male under 10. Do these records per- 
tain to the same person? Who was Sabrina's husband? 

2. The 1800 Anson NC census has the following entry: 

Abraham Rushing B. C. (he is age 26-45, with family.) 
What does B. C. mean? (The second Abraham listed on this census was age 45 
and over with wife and two sons. There were no initials following his name.) 

3. The 1820 Anson NC census noted what are assumed to be Militia 
Districts. William and Jason were in Ratliff's. William M., John G., 

William (son of Robt) and Philip J. were in Bennett's. Roberts Sr and Jr, 
Paul, Asa, John. David, Stephen, Sarah and Joel were in Huntley's. Is any 
information available as to the geographical location of these districts? 

4. The listing for John Rushing in 1820 Anson shows him as 26-45 years 
of age. He is living alone and there is no indication of his occupation. 
Following his name is what appears to be (stud). It seems safe to assume 
this is not used in the present day meaning of the word. Is it an abbrev- 
iation for student?

Une of the useful citizens of Mississippi for muuy years and during bin lifetime very 
prominent in public affairs was Charles E. Rusbivg (deceased). He was buru in the Old 
North state io 181% und after reaching wanhood removed to Mobile, Ala., where Le resided 
(Wo youra aud was married to Miss Bridget Collin, a native of County ‘Kildare, Ireland, 
where abe ‘was born in 1817. After their marriage they removed to Mississippi, settling at * 
Old Marion, Laudourdalo county, in 1844, whore Mr. Kasbizg engaged in worebandisiuy. 
Alter n few yeors be ulao established a good store at Marion station, un the then now Mobile 
& Ohio railroad, und at buth these places he did a prosperous business until the opening of 
the Civil war. Ho filled the position of county treusuror ably and efliciently for some time 
aul was otherwise intorented jn the polilica? affairo of bis sectiou. ‘Wheu the war opened he 


was eloctod tax aspessor of Landordale county, but was afterward in (he cowaissary depart- 


mont and was instrumental in relieving the wants of those who were deprived of help aud 
mean by the dovastatione of war. When hostilities cousod be wus completely bankrupt, 
much of hia valuable proporty being destroyed by General Sherman's army. Ue was au 
extenuive planter. also in connection with bis otber enterprise, but altor the war was over be 
embarked ‘in tho cominiasion buniveas iu Columbus, Ky., aud bad been aod wan a direclor of 


the Mobilo & Obio railroad, and in 180 was elected vico president of that road, which pusi- 


tiou Lo ably filled lor nine years. After a well spent life he died at Old Marion, Mins, in 
1831, his widow surviviog bim until 1880. Misa Clara L. Rushing, tbeir daughter, resides 
wilh Lor winter, Mrs. M. E. Jtobinson, on the old homwentead. These ladies are ongagod 
successfully iu conducting the plantation, Mrs. Robinson beiug chief uf the dumentic inter- 
esta while Mins Rushing suporiuteude the pluutation. ‘They bave two thousuud acres of poud 
jand, the cullivated portion of which yields [rum forty to filty bales of cotton yearly. Tbeir 
housc ‘> located sovcu miles egzat of Meridian, in ploasanUy situated and makes tbem a com- 

fortable and cozy home. These ladies are proving themnelver good business women and are

Charles E. Rushing was one of the incor- 
poratora and was aflerward president of the Peoples’ bank, Meridian, Bliss. A
